IIEWS OF PROMINENT MENON THE 
DILEICULTY, 


GERMANY APPEA\ Ss 10 BE DEF 
The Commotion Caused Ry An Article in 
the North German Gazette—luportuant 
Papers From Minister Pendieton.

WASHINGTON, January 24.—Dispatches have 
been received at the state department from 
Mr. Pendleton, American. minister at Berlin, 
in regard to the Samoan question. Their con- 
tents are withheld from publicity, except 
some extracts from German newspapers giving 
accounts of aud commenting on the fight, in 
which so many Germans lost their lives. 

The previous lanquid tone of the press in re- 
gard to Samoan affairs was quickened tofever 
heat by the Das Kleine Journal of Berlin, of 
the 7th instant, wh ich says: 

Accordin; icial reports from Apia, of the 28th 
of December, the landing corps of the “Olga” was 
sent to rnccom par ie German cousul tothe scene 
of war of the natives. in consequence of the 
destruction of German pr ‘operty and bodily insults 
tomen of the marine while on leave; the cofsui 
going there forthe purpose of ingtituting disarma- 
ment. On the way to the Boilele plantation, the 
landing corp was, by suprise, attacked 
by the insurrectionists, under the 
of an American. A landing thereupon 
made by the landing corps of “Olea,” the cruiser 
“Adier,’’ and the gunboat “Eber,”’ the patives 
were thrown back and several villages 
Situated on the const were destroyed. Lieutenant 
piever and fifteen men are dead. Lieutenants Speng: 
ler and Burebardt, aswell as thirty-six men, were 
wounded, It wasa victory, but costly one, and 
hot one to be rejoiced over. 

German meddling in the euarrels of King Maatafa, 
Mulietoa and Tamazaz has been hailed with re- 
joicing from several querters for the reason that the 
final outcome of the busin - was expected to bo the 
occupation of Samoa by the German empire. Eng- 
land and the United Bodla do not, however, arree 
tosuch consummation and now we have even lost 
a number of men in battle with the despised 
islanders, anew leaf in the history of our colonial 
jeaf—a laurel leat—but what sort of a one?’ 

Other extracts are of the same general tenor 
and indicate clearly the press opinion that the 
Germans intended to compe! peace on the 
islands by disarming the natives. 

GENERAL TOPIC IN WASHINGTON, 

The dispatches from Berlin and London in 
regard to thé attitude of Germany on the 
Samoan question were the subject of géneral 
discussion in this city this evening. An effort 
was made to obtain the yiews of Secretary 
Bavard on the subject this afternoon, but with- 
out suecess. A representative of the associated 
press was, however, accorded a brief interview 
with him this evening just as he was leaving 
his residence to attend the state dinner at the 
white house. He said that he had read the 
dispatches in question, but said it wonld 
proper for him to discuss, their 
subject matter at this time. He did not 
know who wrote the articlein the Nerth Ger- 
man Gazette, nor what authority he had fer 
his statements. C onsequently, he could not 
assuine them tl iem to be official, and they 
might, afterajl, prove to be mere newspaper 
nstrind Iie said further that although Ger- 

any niay have larger interests in Samoathan 
th e United States, it had no better or later in- 
formation from thi: at country than the United 
States. In regard to the statement that Ge Y's 
many would Violate no tre: aty in acguiring an 
assendency in Samoa, Mr. Bayard called at- 
tention to the declaration concerning the 
boundaries of German and English dominions 
iu the west Pacific ocean, signed at Perlin, 
April 6, 1886, by Count Bismarck On the part 
of Germany, and Sir Edward B. Malet on the 
part of Great Britain. 

Mr. Bayard said he thonght this agreement 
precluded German acquisitions in Samoa, at 
that she was bound to respect 

THE RIGHT: OF THAT ISLAND, 

This declaration, after defining the bounda- 
ries of the respec ‘tive possessions of two coun- 
tries in the west Pacitic ocean, provides that 
neither of them will make any acquisition of 
other territory, nor establish any protectorates 
over any other territory in the west Pacific 
ocean. Thelast section of the declaration 
expressly provides that Navigators (Samoa) 

islands, with which Germany, Great Britain 
ana the United States have c onelnded treaties, 
the Friendly (Tonga) islands, and Nine (Sav- 
ave) {slands, shall in future, as heretofore, 
form neutral territory. 

Assistaut Secretary Rives read the dis- 
patches carefully this afternoon, andremarked 
with asmile: ‘They seem to be hurling de- 
fiance in our teeth; don’t theyv’?”’ 

DIFFERENCE IN STATEMENTS, 

When asked if he had not some further com- 
ment -to make on the subject, he : said he had 
not. He subsequently intimated, however 
that there were important differences in the 
statements made bythe North German Gazette 
and the president’s message to congress of the 
l6th inst., in regard tothe treaty rights ot 
Germany, Great Britain and the United States 
ii the Samoan matter. He declined to poiut 
out the discrepancies, but repeated that the 
position of our government on this question, as 
stated by the Gazette, is somewhat different 
froin our position as defined by the president 
in his message. Mr. Rives would say no more, 
but it is understood that he referred panrticu- 
larly to the passage in the message where the 
president says:

Secretary Whitney declined to be interviewed 
in regard to the publication in the North Ger- 
mano Gazette. The policy of the government 
he said, was fixed, and anything which might 
be said in regard to it must come from the 
state department. The navy department had 
no jurisdiction over the matter except of an 
executive character. No new orders, the sec- 
retary said, had been issued by the navy de- 
partment in regard to Samoan affairs. 

IMPORTANCE OF THE SAMQAN ISLANDS. 

Senator Edn Lunds, when made acquainted 
with the tenor of the utterances of the Berlin 
Gaze tte, Said: 

‘I suppose if Bismarck wants to express his 
opinion up 1 any subj ject, he fee! iS at per fe ct 
erty to do so; but I also suppose that the 
expenauian of such opinion will not serve to 
deter the American people from carrying ont 
any policy they may adopt as de sirable or 
necessary.

SENATOR BROWN REFUSES TO TALK. 

Senator srown, of Georgia, said that in view 
of his position as a member of the foreign re- 
lations comn littee, he pre ‘ferred not to SaVv 
anything in regard to the Samoan question at 
its present stave. When the matter matured 
he said he would be perfectly willing to talk 
about it. 

senator Morgan, of Alabama, talked fracly 
on the subject ee ak Th 1e details of the troubles 
in Samoa,’ he said, ‘‘are matters of dispute at 
present and it woul 1, therefore, be premature 
to discuss the grounds of Germany's action 
until we are in full possession of all the facts. 
The administration has been active in asserting 
our rights in Saimoa and congress has shown a 
strong determination to support the 
administration in any action -iooking to «the 
preservation of the independence of the islands 
and the protection of American interests there. 
I think the steps already taken will prove ad- 
ee to the emergency, and I am perfectly 

atistied that whatever rights we have will be 
faithfull y protected. We have always pur 
sugd a conse rvative course in respect to thdse 

islands, and have already endeavored to main- 
tain Whatever mghts we may haye in that 
quarter. The U nited States has no co slonial 
policy, and while we, of course, are desirous of 
ke ‘epipg our commerce ope nm with the world, 
we don’t, like Germany, desire to extend our 
national jurisdiction. While there may be 
some question as to the « ‘apacity of the natives 
of Samoa to maintain good government, it is 
eertain that none ofthe grea t wariti me powers 
of the world has any right to usurp that power 
to itself. We have material interests in these 

‘islands, and shall tolerate no act on the part of

Mr. Morgan said that Secretary Bayard had 
been very y unjustly criticised for his course in 
this matier.

Morgan, ‘‘he has done all that could be done, 
and when all the facts oa disclosed, it will be 
found that his policy all through has been dig- 
nitied, positive and truly American in every 
respect.’’ 

Senator Frye at first was reluctant to be in- 
terviewed further in regard to Samoan affairs, 
but hn ially consented. 

“I think,’’ said he, “our treaty rights ore 
such in Samoa that we cannot permit the inde 
pendence of Samoa to be take hn away from her. 
{f Germany can put a governor who is nothing 
but atool of her own into power in Samoa, 
they can compel them at once to give notice to 
the United States to terminate all treaties, and 
after. the notice they would be terminated ina 
year. I think the treaties, on the whole to- 
gether, do guarantee the independence of 
Samoa. Ithink Bismarck, in all of his dis- 
patches, has indicated that this is his idea of it.” 

‘Do you regard the situation as very threat- 
ening.”’ 

“IT think the idea of a war is as absurd as it 
possibly can be.’’ 

Senator Dolph was likewise at first reluc- 
tant to be quoted. He said: : 

“I think the treaty between the United 
States and tlle Samoan government, which 
was ratified before the treaties between that 
government and Great Britain or Germany, or 
any othe r civilized goveriment, were nego- 
tiated, confers npnon usrights and creates as to 
us obligations which are inconsiste ent with the 
desiruction of the inde pe ndence and autono- 
my of the Samoan government. I do not be- 

the United States should or will quietly 
permit that tobe done. Inthe interest of our 
present aud great prospective commerce in the 
Pacific, the independence of the Sandwich 
and Samoan islands shonld be preserved.

WHAT BISMARCK’S ORGAN SAYS. 

Berwin, January 24.—-The North German 
Gazette (Prince Bismarck’s organ) denies the 
existence of any treaty precluding any Euro- 
pean power fro n acquiring or seeking to ac- 
quire ascendency in Samoa. The Gazette also 
denies that England and the United States 
are agreed that the proceedings of the German 
agent in Samoa are contrary to the stipula- 
tions of the treaties concerning Samoa and are 
opposed to diplomatic etiquette, and that these 
powers have officially notined the German 
vovernment accordingly. The treaties be- 
tween Samoa, Germany, England and the 
United States, the Gazette further says, pro- 

ide that Samoa shal! concede to each treaty 
power, equal rights with any other power, but 
no treaty regarding the neutrality of the inde- 
pendence of Samoa exists between Germany 
andthe United States. 

The North German Gazette, tonight, says 
that the English cabinet also disclaims co- 
operation with the Washington government 
recvarding Samoa.

The P meric an Minister Dined by the Lord 
Mayor of London. 

Loxpon, January 24.—The lord mayor, of 
London, gave a banquet this evening in honer 
of Mr. Phelps, United States minister. There 
were 2) guests, including Lord Rosebery, 
Lord Halsbury, Lord Colenge, Mr. Childers, 
Sir James Fergusson and many literary and 
scientific celebrities. The lord mayor, in pro- 
posing the toast to Phelps, expressed his sin- 
cere satisfaction at being able to affirm that 
the presence of Phelps in England had been 
appreciated by the whole nation. 

Mr. pe who was enthusiastica! ly 
greeted, said that during his four years stay in 
| Engiand he had felt how kindly were the 
sentiments that Englishmen entertained to- 
ward his countrymen. His relations with the 
successive English governments had alw ays 
beon fortunate and cordial. The existe ree of 
good feeling between the people of Creat 
Britain and America gave assurance 
of continued ‘harmony. Tke time was 
long past when kings could involve 
nations in hostilities to gratify their own reck- 
less ambition and caprice.

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THE BARREL FACTORY. 


IS NOT LIKELY TO BE LOCATED IN 
MACON. 


A Disagreement Between the City and the 
Company of the Terms of the DAMation 
of Land. 


Macon, Ga., January 24.—-[Special.]—It§ is 
doubtful if the Palmer cooperage company, of 
Charleston, will erect the much-talked-of barre] 
factory in this city. The company petitioned 
the city council to grant it ten acres of the 
city’s reserve land on which to build the fac- 
tory. The city is willing to make the grant 
provided all the terms of the contract are satis- 
factory to the city and protect its interests at 
every point. Mr. J. L. D. Alexander, general 
manager. of the company, has drawn a con- 
tract and submitted the same to 
council for its approval, and City 
Attorney Bartlett has drawn one, the condi- 
tions of which Mr. Alexander considers too 
binding, restrictive aud unjust. Mayor Price 
and the city attorney on the part of the city, 
and Guerry and Hall, Alexander's attorneys, 
will try and draw acontrfct satisfactory to 
both sides. It is to be hoped that Macon will 
not lose the barrel factory because of a few 
words to which Mr. Alexander objects, and 
which the city could leave out without loss to 
herself, so it is claimed by lawyers and citi- 
zens. 

Mr. Alexander now says it is extremely 
doubtful if his company will put the box fac- 
tory here, since thecity has quibbled away 
much valuable time over asmall matter. He 
says since the question was first agitated of 
locating the factory at Macon, that he has 
received nine offers from Georgia cities of land 
on which to build the factory. The factory 
will empioy from one hundred and twenty-five 
to two hundved hands, and make 500,000 
barrels per annum and pay the railroads 
about $50,000 in freights. : 

The Georgia Southern road has offered Mr. 
Alexauder all the land he might wish at 
Wellston, a station afew miles below Macon, 
on which to lecate the factory. President 
Sparks, of the Georgia Southern, says that 
since the city has been discussing the Palmer 
barrel factory, parties have located a barre! 
plant at Cordell, on his road, and commenced 
operation. 

Macon‘s policy of granting her reserve lands 
for manufacturing purposes is a wise and capi- 
talone. She owns a very large tract inthe 
lower part of town, through which the Central, 
East ‘Tennessee, Covington and Macon, Macon 
and Augusta and other reads ran, sgn 
the land very accessible. Macon has grante¢ 
many acres of this land for manufacturing and 
other purposes, and has much more to spare. 
On this land is located beautiful Central City 
park, with its 640 acres, where the 
annual state fairs are held. The East Tennes- 
see and Covington and Macon roads 
have built shops and yards thereon, cotton 
compresses, oil mills, sash and blind factories, 
lumber yards and various manufacturing con- 
cerns have been built. Macon is ready to 
grant land toany similar enterprise that de- 
sires land. There is also a great deal of swamp 
land which will soon be surveyed, under 
direction of city council, in order to be drained 
so as to be made available, and this land will 
also be built upon in the near future.

A Scheme For the Consolidation of the 
Street Lines,

O. Nelms, Formerly a Gordon County 
Boy, Piays Pranks Upon the Girls of 
Several States. 


From the Calhoun, Ga., Courigr. 

J. O. Nelms, mention of whose arrest was 
made in these columns last week, is « young 
man, about twenty-seven years old, and was 
raised in this county, near Plainville. He is 
accused of having a multiplicity of wives—four 
more than the law allows a man unless he hap- 
pens to be a citizens of Utah. Whena youth, 
Nelms learned the trade of wheelwright, but 
since his maturity his principal occupation has 


been to get married. 

Before he reached his majority he paid his 
respects to Miss Mary E. Gunn, the daughter 
of aneighbor. The match was opposed by the 
young lady’s father, but this opposition had no 
weight, and in 1882 they were joined in the 
holy bonds of wedlock. Theyremained in the 
neighborhood for some time, and finally moved 
to Alabama, where one child, a little girl, was 
born unto them. They remained together three 
years, when, tiring of the matrimonial yoke, 
the wife returned to her father’s house, 
leaving Nelms to go his way, which he did. 
Heremained in Alabama a short time, when 
he left for Texas, where he married a young 
lady in Bonham, by whom he had one child’ 
A letter from the lady to Mrs. Nelms No. 1 is 
signed ‘‘Maggie Nelms.”’ 

Nelms is next heard from in Monroe county, 
Tennessee, where he represented himself as 
H. A. Grady and stated that he had just re- 
turned from Dallas, Texas, where he had 
been for the past four years. This was in 
the spring of 1887. He met a young lady 
to whom he paid his attentions, but only 
remained a few weeks when he went to 
Branchville, Ala., his father having moved to 
that place. From that point he corresponded 
with the young lady until December 20, 1887, 
when they were married. This young, lady 
was an orphan and had afew hundred dollars 
in money. Nelms lived with her one month, 
when hetold herthat he was going to Bir- 
mingham to sell his lot and when he 
returned they would prepare 
house-keeping. He also told her 
that he would buy a house in Athens, Tenn., 
and that he might need her money. ‘This she 
gave him, and has not seen him since, Just 
before he left he received a letter from a girl 
in Mississippi, and it is stated that he also 
married her. These facts we get from a letter 
from wife No. 3, at Povo, Monroe county, 
Tenn., signed ‘‘Kate Grady.” 

We next hear of Nelms at Blakely, Ga. 
Through an advertisement he secured a cor- 
respondence with Miss Mattie Gurr, a young 
lady of that place, and went to see her on 
March 1st, of last year. The visit resulted in 
amarriage. Heremained in Blakely about 
one month, when he left, stating that he was 
going to Birmingham to secure employment. 
He never returned. 

In some way knowledge of his previous mar- 
riages reached wiSe No.5, and a warrant for 
his arrest was ovtained in Early county. 
Nelms heard of if and kept on the move. The 
warrant was sent to Atlanta. and from there 
to Sheriff McGinnis of this place. Armed 
with the warrant Mr. McGinnis went to Bir- 
mingham, and secured the services of the 
deputy sheriff of that ei to assist him 
in the capture of Nelms, who, it was 
learned, was at his father’s house near Branch- 
ville. They proceeded to Branchville, and to 
the residence, where they waited a short dis- 
tance from the house until afternight. Mr. 
McGinnis sent the deputy around the house to 
the back door, while he kept his eyes on the 
front. He had not long to wait before 
some one opened the front door and 
looked out. McGinnis recognized the man 
he wanted and made a run for the 
door, which was slammed on him, catching 
his leg. While in this position Nelms snapped 
his gun at McGinnis twice, but it failed to fire. 
The door finally yielded, and Nelms seeing 
that his chance of escape was small quietly 
gave up, and consented tocome back to Georgia 
without a requisition. Mr. McGinnis reached 
Calhoun with his prisoner on Tuesday of last 
week.

Friday, and found him to be & youvg man of 
pleasant address. Ho is cf mediim size, with 
dark hair and brown eyes, and would pass for 
a handsome man anywhere. He denies hav- 
ing but two wives, one in Gordon and the other 
in Early county. Nelms says that he and his 
first wife made an agreement to separate, and 
he thought that a suflicient divorce. ‘This he 
gives as his reason for marrying the girlin 
Blakely.

The judge 
appointed a guardian ad litem for the child- 
ren. directing him to join in the petition for 
pale if he ccnsidered the sale to the best inter- 
ests of the chilaren. Onthe same day, and 
Defore the guardi3sn answered, the judge 
granted an order of sale, Messatas that the 
clerk of the superior c ourt/act AS receiver in 
the matter, and that the sele take place only 
by his approval as to price andterms,. The re- 
geivyer was also directed to reinvest the 
ceeds in other lands, looking to the best inter- 
ests of the children. ‘The guardian afterwards 
joined in the petition for sale. The land, 
which, at the time it was set apart as a. home- 
stead, was valued at $1,900, was then sold, and 
brought only #400. Nevertheless, the guardian 
and the receiver appointed by the court both 

pprove d the sale, and so reported tothe court. 
Ait judge of the superior court then approved 
their report. Six vears later three of the chil- 
dren brought suit in ejectment agamst the 
purchasers ofthe Jand. The jury found in 
favor of the purchasers, and the children cac- 
ried the case to the supreine court, The su- 

wreme court affirmed the deeision of the court 
low, 

Judge Simmons, after deciding the various 
— of law madefn the case, uses the fol- 

owing language: 

“It was argued that these children were 
wirtually deprived of their patrimony, in the 
first place by the judgment of the ordinary 
and in the second place by tle judgment of the 
superior court, made without their consent and 

approbation, under which the land was sold for 
a song: and it was contended that if the 

yurchasers were allowed tofhold it, they would 
@ groatly wronged. The appeal was, in effect, 
that we should strain the law in order that the 
children might obtain their rights. This 
peal was made to the wrong court. This is a 
court for the correction of errors of law com- 
mitted by inferior courts, and itis our duty to 
decide tie law, however hard it may bear upon 
the parties. When the forms of law in this 
class of cases have been complied with, the 
judgments of the ordinarv and the judge of 
the superior court are binding upon the child- 
ren. We lave no diseretion in the matter. 
But we will transmit this appeal made to us in 
behalf of innocent minor children, to the 
ordinaries and chancellors of the state, who 
have a discretion in such matters, and whose 
duty, under the law and under their oaths, is 
to look after the interests of the minor child- 
ren.

The ordinaries 
and chaneccllors are the guardians and_ pro- 
tectors of the minor children of the state, and 
when applications are made to them to sanc- 
tion a changs in the property of minors, be- 
queathed tothem by their fathers, and to 
Which they are entitled under the law, we beg 
them, for the sake oj the innocent and unpro- 
tected, to look into these matters as if they 
were their own children; and we. especially 
urge upon chancellors to examine closely all 
petitions for the sale and reinvestment of trust 
property and of homestead property. 

‘It is so easy fora trustee to set out in his pe- 
tition the facts whieh, in his judgment, will 
authorize the sale of trast property bequeathed 
to minors, and it is just as easy for him to get 
affriend, who, perhaps, may be interested with 
him, appointed as guardian ad litem for the 
children, and have him consent on their behalf 
to the sale. In such cases the chancellor, be- 
fore he grants the order, should be well satis- 
fied, not only from the answer of the guardian 
ad litem, but from personal scrutiny himself, 
that the property should be sold. It should 
not be a merely pro forma matter on his part, 
but he should examine into the facts, and 
should only grant the order for sale when he 
tvould do soif his own children were inter 
eated. 

‘‘Cases come before us every year in which, 
under the forms of law, minors have been vir- 
tually robbed of their estates, and they have 
no redress ;for we are compelled to decide, that 
where a court has jurisdiction of the subject 
matter and the parties, the judgmentof that 
eourtis binding and conclusive on the parties, 
and cannot be attacked and set aside in a col- 
lateral proceeding. For the sake of the wo- 
men and children of the state, we do hope that 
ordinaries and chancellors will be more par- 
ticular in regard to the management of the 
estates of their cestui qui trusts.’

Se hooner “Ready” Blown Upon 
the Breakers, 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., January 24.—[ Special. 
The United States supply sc ‘hoonar R aeee. 
from New York, arrived off Charleston bar 
about 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. There 
wasa still wind blowing, and heavy sea on. 
The Ready was blown on the Folly island 
breakers, but the crew got the cable out just 
in tine to prevent the complete wreck of the 
vessel, Which swung to, not fiftv yards from 
the breakers. She lay near the wreck of the 
schoener Chase, which was wrecked some 
three years ago. From five o'clock yesterday 
afternoon until 7:30 this morning she rode the 
heavy seas on the edge of the breakers, with 
death staring e1 ‘ery man on board inthe face. 
Signals of distress were d isp layed, but although 
she lay only a few hundred yards from the 
United States life say ing station, no at 
tempts were made to rescue her or save 
the crew. For fifteen hours the vesse] lay ina 
dangerous "gt on the very verge of de- 
struction. 2 gg ; Ww were powerless to help 
themselves, and th e life saving station seemed 
to be asleep. A. pilot boat saw the siena) of 
distress- and made ai aitempt to reach the 
vessel but the sea was so heavy y thatthe small 
skiffs of the pflot cou!d not live, and the vessel 
could 10t approach the Ready. About 7 
o'clock this morning the tug Hurcules sighted 
the wreck, and immediate ly went to her assist- 
ance. A strong wind was blowing directly 
toward the land, and the schooner was oniv on 
the south hal if of herlength from the breaker 
with the heavy seas washi ng clear over her.

WILLIAM FriMw O'BRIEN 
TIPPERARY. 
A Scene of Disorder—Mr. O'Brien's Struggle 
With a Constable—He Leaves the Court 
toom and Joinsthe Crowd Outelde. 

Dusty, January 4.—The trial of William 
O’Brien on the charge of conspiracy began to- 
day at Carrick-on-Suire, county Tipperary. 
The government had issned a proclamation 
forbidding any demonstrations welcoming Mr. 

Brien, but despite that action 20,000 persons 
gathered around the court house. Six police- 
inen charged the crowd using their batons 
freely, but were unable to disperse the gather- 
ing. The excitement in the town is feverish. 

As Mr. O’Brien entered the court house he 

was greeted with vociferous cheers. His de- 

fense will be conductec&kby Timothy Healy. 
O'BRIEN ROUGHLY TREATED. 

While Mr. O’Brien was striving to 
through the crowd to enter the court house he 
was seized by a police inspector and dragged 
thirty yards. The people were maddened by 
this treatment of Mr O’Brien and pressed for- 
ward to rescue lim from the hands of the in- 
spector. The police, however, repulsed the 
crowd. 

Timothy Healy, who had stepped forward to 
aid Mr. O’ Brien,was met by a bayonet leveled 
at his breast, buf he was notinjured. Anum- 
ber of reporters were maltreated. Mr. O’ Bricn 
complafned to the magistrates that the police 
were attempting to incite a bloody riot. 

A dozen persons were injured by the charge 
of the police. 

When the case for the crown had been _pre- 
Healy,on behalf of the defendant, 
applied for the snbpeenas for Lord Salisbury 
and Balfour, both of whom, he asserted, had 
made speeches similar to those of Mr. O’ Brien. 
The court refused to issue the desired sub- 
prenas, :

In point of fact our 
own educational advantages will now attract 
settlers irom ether states. Our universities, 
colleges for women, industrial institutions 
and public schools stand in the front rank, 
and we are not likely to pause in the good 
work until every hilltop in the state is 
crowned with a schoolhouse. 

If public schools are among the chief 
factors of inimigration the attention of the 
outside world will soon be directed to 
Georgia.

_ Will Haieht, United States Commissioner, Wha 
Was For Several Years in the Department of

Frey, the negro who isto be hanged here to- 
morrow for the brutal killing of his wife last 
Jane, is pacing up and down his cell floor, 
praying incessantly, butin a tone inaudable 
even to those in the cage next to the one which 
has been his home for the past six months. 

His prayers, however, are for an extension of 
leaez upon life, and not for the salvation of his 
soul. 

For hours he has been pacing the floor in the 
most restless manner imaginable. 
he managed to control himself pretty well. 
One minute he was upon his feet, standing or 
walking, and the next either sitting or lying 
down. 

About two o'clock this afternoon Mr. J. Z. 
F'c.ter, one of his attorneys, called to see him. 
The attorney seated himself just outside the 
cage, and Frey, rolling his blankets into a 
bundle, dropped them near the bars. Then 
seating himself upon the btmdle he grasped 
an iron bar in either hand, and looking Mr. 
Foster squarely in the eyes, said:

For two or three days it has been currently 
rumored about Ma {fetta that the negro had 
confessed to previous murders, 
was asked about it he denied everything. 
Patterson, the white man who wrote the state- 
meut for F rey, Says thatgthe prisoner did say 
that he had murdered Howard. His state- 
mentis borne out by Hanson, another prisoner. 

Here is what the prisoners say that F rey has 
said: 

‘After Frey foundfout that there was no pos- 
sible chance for his escape, he tajd u3 at sepa- 
rate times that the true reason for killing his 

vife was because she was in possession of a 
secret of his haying killed Charlie Howard, 
the colored night watchman. He said he had 
told her of it and she, that morning, threatened 
to expose him if he didn’ttreat her better. 
‘When she made this threat,’ said Frey, ‘it 
made i. @so mad that | jumped at her withen 
open Kkisie and cut herto death.’ Frey :said 
that how he came to kill Howard, he and an- 
other well known colored man in Marietta 
were playing cards with Howard that night. 
‘Howard won our money unfaiily,’ said Frey, 

‘and we got intoa fight, and we hurt Howard 
so badly that we were alraid to leave him in 
that condition, for fear he would tell en us, so 
we concluded to killhim. I struck him on 
the head with asitedge hammer, and we then 
took his money, and piled fire ups m him from 
the stove and tried to burn him up.’ He also 
said that he helped kill another negro, 
put; his dy on the rail- 

track, and. every body thought 
> train killed him. Ifrey turther contessed 
that his accompiice in these murders is the 
oie who furnished him with the knife and 
wooden keys—that while on a visit to him one 
day, he, Frey, slipped his hand into his accom- 
plice’s pocket as he turned ‘his side toward 
the cageand unobserved took them out and 
put them m his pocket.” 

Mr. Foster, Frye’s attorney, howeyer, 
not believe Frey ever made any such{confession. 

“Hie may have said it,” sai€ Mr. Foster, 
‘“Dutif he did he a it just to ect a longer 
lease on life. That’s a No one here believes 
that fiev knows any th: ing about the murders.” 

The officers and eévery one in. Marietta who 

re at all conversant with the case agree with 
ir. Foster. 


The written confession or statement whic h 
Frey gave his mother covers forty pages offlet- 
ter paper. His mother has the paper, but 
most positively refuses to give it up until after 
the hanging of her boy. Monevy,$promises and 
everything clse were refused by her.

MR. BOYNTON CANT LET GO 


Mr. H. A. Bo the Tax Col- 
lector’s Office 
L°88.~—The Board of Education Metin Regular 
Monthly Session Yesterday.—Other Local News 
of Interest is Given Here. 


ynton Still Continues at 


Yesterday morning the county commission- 
ers met to consider Mr. H. A. Boynton’s case. 

Mr. Boynton will have to collect the taxes 
of 1888. : 

Mr. W. 8S. Thomson, county attorney, sub- 
mitted a written report to the board of com- 
missioners which is in substance as follows: 

Ordinarily it is the duty of the tax collector 
to make his returns and issue execations on or 
before the 20ih of December. This time, for 
sufficient reasons, may be extended for thirty 
days. 

But where a tax collector has not been 
in office long enough to get his 
returns ready he is not liable 
for the usual penalties, but must respond to 
the requirements of the comptroller-general. 
No tax collector can make his final return and 
get credit for uncollected taxes until his in- 
solvent list is allowed. 

This cannot be legally allowed until entry on 
the return of uncollected fi. fas. by the sheriff 
or constable, on oath, that there is no property, 
and that the officer has exhausted every effort 
to collect the fi. fas. 

Mr. Boynton's daty was to have placed the 
fi. fas. over $100in the hands of the sheriff and 
under that sum in the hands of the sheriff for 
collection; and he is still responsible forall 
uncollected taxes for 1885 until allowed the 
credit of the legal insolvent list returned 
above stated, under sections 858-860 of the 
code. 

Therefore, the only safe way for Mr. Boy 
ton to proceed is to turn all the fi fas over :6 
the sherifi at once for immediate collection. 
The insolvent list, when allowed, must be 
entered on the minutes. 

The board cannot direct the disposal of the 
fi fas until the insolvent list is allowed, but 
ufter that may place the executions, with the 
proper returns of the officers thereon, in. the 
hands of the sheriff or constables for collection. 

Mr. Boynton was apprised of the opinion 
and decision of the board, and when seen 
yesterday evening he said: 

“Tam now fully satisfied asto my duty in 
the premises, and I shall act accordingly. 
The fi fas will be turned over to the sheriff | 
immediately, and all who wish to saye them- 
selves extra expense had better be ina hurry. 
I shall not hesitate a moment.’’
